Cincinnati Foundries, Breweries, and 
Many Other Industries Completely 
Drowned Out.

A Pierce Storm of Snow in the West Add- 
ing Its Discomforts to the 
Situation. 


The Situation at St. Louis Very Alarm- 
ing and Growing Worse Al the 
Time. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 20.—The steady down- 
pour of rain, commencing sbortly after mid- 
night on Sunday morning, and lasting until noon 
today, has been the most remarkable ever 
known in this section of the country. Rain- 
storms of sborter duration have occurred here 
and elsewhere which, while they lasted, were 
heavier, but the steady drizzle which bas contiu- 
ued for most of the thirty-six hours just passed 

has covered a larger area and inundated a 

larger tract of country than any rain- 

fall ever known in the United States. 


The indications are that, although a cessation 
of the rain has ensued, the end is not reached, 


The total rainfall for the thirty-four hours 
elapsing between 12:30 on Sunday morning and 
10: a. m. today averages six and one-half 
inches. The largest previous average ever re- 
corded in any one section of the earth was three 
and one-half inches. Early this morning the 
steamboatmen bean ta.gexard the river with 
FEELINGS OF ALARM, 

and befor 10 o'clock the cierks were busily en- 
gaged in sending notices to the basiness houses 
that all freight and merchandise along 
the line should be removed at once, 
as the enerogachments ot the water 
were rapidly accumulating. A majority of 
those notified acted promptly. but a few were 
caught by the incoming tides, and a large 
amount of goods wasdeluged. Old Ben Jen- 
kins gazed in astonishment at the rapidly rising 
river, and declared he had never experienced 
anything similar to the present rise during this 
season of the year. For twenty-four hours end- 
ing at 10 o'clock this morning the river bad 
gradually risen at the rate of six inches an hour, 
but from 10 o'clock until 12:30 the rise was fig- 
ured at two feet. Boats landing at the wharf 
after 10 o'clock found the gangways from the

SUDDENLY COVERED WITH WATER, 
and the mate of the City of Providence said his 
gangway was rendered useless before it could be 
removed. The actual damage to the shipping 
interests can scarcely be estimated. At the 
wharf of the Keokuk Northern Line Packet 
Company the river rushed upon 150 sacks of 
timothy seed and almost submerged them be- 
fore men could be employed to undertake their 
removal. The seed was consigned to Billings- 
bee, Hanson & Co. and to Hanston, Annon & Co., 
and will result in the loss of about twenty- 
five sacks, rendered useless by the water. 
At the St. Louis and Vicksburg wharf there 
were 750 sacks of cotton-seed, consigned to 
Robert B. Brown & O., oil manufacturers. The 
river struck the stand of sacks like a whirlwind, 
and almost half were 
SWEPT AWAY BY THE CUMRENT, 

lining the river bank for several blocks. The 
firm expect to recover about 300 sacks. At the 
same wharf Charles Luehrmann had 50,000 feet 
of lumber, but prompt action saved it trom the 
flood. Perhaps the heaviest losers are Warner 
& Pearman, the lumber dealers. Besides their 
losses at North Market atreet, they had 250,000 
feet of lumber at Morgan street, and 200,000 feet 
at Plumb street, of which they expect to lose 
about 100,000 feet. Hundreds of men were at 
noon engaged in rescuing the lumber from its 
half-submerged condidon, superintended by 
both members of the firm. There is an ex- 
tensive list of small consignments submerged 
along the levee, which cannot today be ac- 
countea for, though much of it is supposed to 
be only partially damaged. The wharfboats are 
pushing towards the street with alarming rapid- 
ty, and the gangways are rendered practically 
useless. 


THE TOTAL RISE 
in the river at 2 p. m. was ten feet, when the 
water marked twenty-one feet by the gage. The 
wharf-boats are all busy hauling in, and a watch 
along the entire landing will be kept tonight. 
Trains on all the roads leading into the city 
were many hours behind time this morning. The 
territory covered by the rainfall embraces all 
the region contiguous to St. Louis in every 
direction. No tracks are reported swept away, 
but the banks on the sides of the roads 
have been washed down, and the dirt 
has completely covered the roadbed, 
necessitating a stoppage of the 
trains in order to remove the mud. This is the 
case on the Missouri Pacific at New Haven, 
Washington, and Frankiin. The passenger 
train which is due at the Union depot at 6:30 a. 
m. had 
NOT ARRIVED AT NOON TODAY, 
and officials of the road were unable to say at 
what time it would reach the city. the Iron 
Mountain, San Francisco, Chicago & Alton, and 
other trams are in a similar predicament. 
The express train which left last evening via the 
Wabash Road reached St. Louis only three hours 
behind time. It encountered the flood about 
twenty-five m west of St. Louis, and for 
seven or eigbt it plowed its way through 
a tunnel of water rushing over the track with 
the roar of a cataract. Harvey Gray, the con- 
ductor of the train, waded waist deep through 
the water, literally feeling bis way and remov- 
ing floating logs, trees,and other débris. His 
passengers were very gratefulto him for his 
commonsense in the emergency, and are loud 
in praise of bis action. Other trains on the same

Brooklyn, tne colored village @ituated three 
miles above East St. Louis, contains about three 
inches of water on some of the streets, and 
bids’ fair to be inundated in ai very 
short time should these rains continue. The 
open prairies between East St. Louis and Brook - 
lyn are rapidly filling up with water, but, as the 
ground is very low, this fact is of little conse- 
quence, since the property was never used for 
any purpose.

PROSPECTS OF A GENERAL WASHOUT, 
and predict a rapid decline as Boon as the rain 
subsides.

The scaf- 
fulding supported by a short piling, which had 
been used in erecting the new wooden spans of 
the St. Charles bridge, was sweptaway. The 
three tempor@éry piers are still Standing.

The Ohie and Licking Steadily Rising 
at Cincinuatlh. , 
Spectal Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Crxcinnatt, O., Feb. 20.—The Ohio River is 
now fifty-six feet in the channel, and is rising at 
the rate of twoinchesan hour It is already 
higher than at any time during the flood of 
August, 1875, and there is every probability that 
it will within the nexttwo days reach a higher 
point than has been reached in the history of the 
city with the exception of the memorable flood 
of 182, and possibly that of 18. The 
Licking River, which empties into 
the Ohio directly opposit Cincinnati, is 
swollen far beyond its banks in the vicinity 
of its headwaters, and still rising. The tributa- 
ries of the Ohio between here and Pittsburg have 
also been raised to flood hight by the ratus ot 
the last thirty-dix hours. “When this water 
reaches the Ohio it will carry it at least 

TWO OR THREE FEET HIGHER. 
The rain still continues, so that, while the situa- 
tion is certain to become worse, it is possibic 
that it will become very much worse. The loss 
is already great, and will become enormous 
should the water rise much bigher. Prop- 
erty will be swept away or @reatiy in- 
jured, and business in almost every line 
is already at a standstill. Very little was done 
on the floor of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
business-men through the bottoms bave given 
the whole day to the work of saving their prop- 
erty. All the rolling-milis and foundries bave 
stopped work, and nearly ali the manufactories 
in other lines which are located near the river. 
It is estimated that 20,000 men have thus been 
thrown out of work in this city, and, were it not 
for the fact that a great number have been util- 
ized in saving property, the number would be 
much greater. 
IN THE FOUNDRIES 
the damage is very serious, for the reason that 
it will require at least sixcy days to dry out the 
molding tioors and get them into condition for 
use again. With orders waiting, this delay will 
cause serious loss to the proprietors as well as 
the men. All the coal-landings and yards in 
this city and Covington are deep under water. 
Of course no iness can be done, ahd the stock 
on hand will be very much deteriorated. The 
Obio & Missssippi, the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
St. Louis & Chicago, and the Marietta 
& Cincinnati Railroads can none of them 
run into their depots. The passengers on the 
two roads first named were dropped by all the 
trains today at Riverside, three miles below 
their depots. No trains left the city on these 
roads tonight. A bridge on the Marietta & Cin- 
cinnati Koad near Cumminsville is 
PARTIALLY WASHED OUT, 

and -the trains on that road will be obliged to 
reach the city by the way of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Duyton track. The road-bed of the 
Marietta 4 Cincinnati and of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis 
loads is being washed by back water, 
which extends up Mill Creek. Al of 
the lines named have been more or less dam- 
aged from the washing of the roadbeds, and 
have massed their rolling-stock on the highest 
switches. Nearly all the yard room is under 
water, and no freight can be delivered or re- 
ceived. Freight was taken today in small 
amounts by the Ohio River boats, but business 
on the levee is almost at a standstill. The Cin- 
cinnati & Eastern Railway has lost halt a mile 
of trestlework which carried the road over the

Veay Sudden and Alarming Mise at

LovursvriLx, Ky., Feb. 20,—A sudden and al- 
most unprecedented rise in the Ohio River oc- 
curred bere night before last, and up toa late 
hour tonight even the oldest inhabitant could 
form no opinion of how much more water was 
coming or where the end of the present dis- 
astrous flood would be. > 
a heavy rain fell, and it continued most of the 
day and night. the rains seem to have extended 
all the way to mountains, as all news from 
above ind ’ This evening there was thirty-

LITTLE WHARF ROOM 
is left at the foot of Third street, and many 
loads of freight were hauled{o the river today, 
only to be hauled back again. No freight was 
received in the “Big O.“ lige wharfboat for the 
Me and New Orleans packets, as there was 
no certainty when the boats could get under the 
Em pps Cincinnati to arrive here and carry 
off.

Bridges Carried Away and Ballway 
Travel impeded. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 20.—The rain of the 
last forty-eight hours has been very disastrous 
in this vicinity. Streams are greatly swollen, 
and travel impeded. A train going south from 
here at 4:20 this morning found the bridge over 
Macoupin Creek gone, and bad to return to this 
city. It went west by way of the Wabash track 
this evening, expecting to reach St. Louis from 
Jacksonville. Macoupin Creek bottoms are 
overtiowed a distance of five miles along the 
Chicago & Alton track. The streams 
are all overtiowed. The wagon bridge 
over Spring Creek near the Obio & Mississippi 
Road is gone, and the bridge over the South 
Fork of the Saugamon is impassable. Train-

IN COMMITTEE. 
THE SUGAR RING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb, 20.— The discus- 
sion of the question of abrogatme the 
Liawaiian treaty was continued before the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs this 
morning. Mr. Elisha Allen, the Hawaiian 
Minister, made a long speech in opposition 
to the proposed abrogation, in which he en- 
deavored to show that this country would 
gain nothing by such a course, from the fact 
that the planters in the Sandwich Islands 
were the only persons who profited by the 
admission of their sugar free of duty. 
They sold the sugar in San Francisco 
at the market price of other sugars. 
With regard to the statements that 
the sugar brought in as from the 
Sandwich Islands came mostly from China 
and Manila, he said that there was no evi- 
dence of this, and it would be impossible to 
bring these foreign sugars into the islands 
without the fact coming to the attention of 
the United States Consular officers. He also 
stated that the Hawallan Government im- 
posed a duty of 2‘; cents per pound on im- 
ported sugars, and, this being higher than 
the average duty on sugars brought into 
this country, there would be nothing to gain 
in importing foreign sugars into the islands 
for reshipment to the United States. 

KEX-GOV. BOUTWELL 

followed Mr. Allen. He said the loss of the 
revenue to the United States on sugar im- 
ported from the Sandwich Islands was not 
worth the consideration it was receiving. It 
amounted te less than one-half a miilion dol- 
lars per annum. On the other hand, he held 
that this country was the gainer by the 
treaty, which gave it important commercial 
advantages. He gave some statistics of the 
trade between the two countries in illustra- 
tion of this point. 

These conclude the arguments on the ques- 
tion, which will now be considered by the 
committee without any further hearing of 
interested parties; The committee expects 
to make an early report. 

THE MISSISSIPPI. 

The House Committee on Mississippi River 
Improvements Wok up this morning the re- 
port of the Mississippi River Improvement 
Commission, and, after some digctission of a 
general character, referred itto a sub-com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Thomas of III 
nois,Guenther, King. Moore of Tennessee, and 
Carpenter of lowa, with instruction to draft 
a bill embodying its recommendation. The 
committee also adopted a resolution extend- 
ing an invitation to Capt. James B. Eads and 
hepresentatives Gibson and Robertson, of 
Louisiana, to appear before them on Friday 
and present their views relative to the sub- 
ject of improving the Mississippi. 

BANKRUPTCY. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee made con- 
siderable progress today on the National 
Bankrupt bill, and would have disposed of it 
but for the absence of Senator Edmunds, 
who isin Vermont, and who had expressed a 
desire to be present at the final vote on the 
bill. The committee are of opinion that the 
bill they will report gill be satisfactory to 
the debtor and creditor interest, ad will ao 
away with much of the machinery and ex- 
pense which attended the old law. They 
hope to have an early day set for its consid- 
eration.

SARGENT. 
THE SUSPENSE. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 

WasHincron, D. C., Feb. 18.—Sargent, 
who has received the title of the Secretary of 
the Exterior, expects. his family to arrive 
from California to take up their residence in 
Washington early in March, by which time, 
according to the information he further im- 
parts, he expects. to be warm in Secretary 
Kirkwood’s seat. Had not that gentleman 
fixed the date of his appointment at least 
four different times, and failed each time, 
this latest announcement might have believ- 
ers. The diffienlty with him appears to be 
that he is working without the codperation 
of President Arthur, whom, everybody else 
but the disting uished Californian by this uu- 
derstands, holds important relations to the 
present Admiuistration, more especially in 
the matter of Cabinet-making. 

When all the pother about Sargent for the 
Cabinet comes to be sifted it amounts toonly 
this: Certain persons belonging to the Pa- 
cifie Slope conceived it would be a good idea 
to award a Cabinet officer to that quarter of 
the country. “When this was suggested to 
Arthur, the President, to indicate that he 
was paying attention to what they were say- 
ing, nodded ; whereupon the Slopers took him 
to mean that he agreed to the proposition. 
That settled, the Slopers said Sargent 
was the man, of course, and the 
Interior necessarily the Department 
he should have. ‘The President was 
listening and he nodded his head just a lit- 
tle; wherenpon, again, the Slopers consid- 
ered everything fixed, and straightway sent 
for Sargent to come on. He came, and has 
been here ever since, and his family are com- 
ing also—all on two polite nods of the Presi- 
dential head, his Tips having spoken never a 
word. At present the Slopers are studying 
over the question whata polite Presidential 
nod may mean after all. It has occurred to 
some of them that it may mean something 
less than approval, and thatit is rather in- 
definit ground on whieh to entertain Cabinet 
expecta 

SENATOR JONES, OF NEVADA, 

is Sargent’s strong backer. A great deal was 
counted on im that fact. To a certain extent 
the ground was well taken, But there Was 
something excesgive In asking Arthur’s total 
surrender. At muy rate Arthur thought so. 
Hence the hitch, The arrangement by Jones 
was all right except as to that. The Nevada 
Senator is seldom seen in the Senate. He 
spends his time almost equally in New York 
in connection with the Hudson River tunnel 
and in looking after appointments in Wash- 
ington. He has reasonabie success In both 
respects, except gs two Sargent, whose ap- 
pointment. as been shown the Presi- 
dent, includes a great variety of special 
benefits, besides the very great one in con- 
nection with the railroads, which have im- 
portant dealings with the Interior Depart- 
ment.

WaSmxNdrox, D. C., Feb. 20.—In a docu- 
ment recently submitted to the House in re- 
sponse to a resolution of inguiry, the reason 
why there is such an earnest desire in the 
South to have the internal-revenue laws re- 
pealed is explained. At the present rate the 
issue in some communities seems to be likely 
to be: repeal or depopulation. The advo- 
cates of free rum are very restive at United 
States authority. The moonshiners, if in- 
vited, would no doubt be glad to be active 
members of the Washington whisky lobby— 
if their representatives are. not already at 
work. 

In response to a resolution of the House 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
furnished to that body, through the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, a list of the officers 
and employés of the Internal-Revenue 
Bureau and of the Department of Justice 
who have been killed or wourded in the 
enforcement ef the internal-revenue laws 
of the United States since 1875, prior to 
whieh time no reeord of such casualties was 
kept. The report of the Commissioner con- 
tains alse a list of the names of persons 
killed for giving information of the illicit 
operation of distilleries and for sending as- 
sistance in the seizure of the same. 

THE RECORD 18 A BLACK ONE 

for the ten States in which these assaults on 
Government employés occurred, Twelve 
Marshals and Collectors and seventeen 
guides and informers killed outright, some 
of them under circumstances. of uliar 
atrocity, and lifty-live persons assaulted and 
wounded by violators of the internal-rev- 
enue laws, isthe record for the six years.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—The follow- 
ing is one of Mr. Shipherd’s letters to Mr.

Law Orrice or JAcos R. Sarpnerp, 10 
Sproce Street, New York, July , 1881—Sir: 
In a note tothe Third Assistant Secretary of 
State yesterday I promised to prepare and print 
at once a brief of the legal questions discussed 
atour recent conferences. Pending this it oc- 
curs to me to rorward to the department for use 
in the exausination a duplicate set of all the 
papers as yet printed. and to add duplicate 
originais of two affidavits by Mr. Hevner, touch- 
ing all the material allegations so printed. By 
the end of August I am to receive from Paris 
certified original proofs of the death, intestacy, 
etc., of Alexander Cochet. All other original 
proofs will be sup vlied in due course. 

While I am writing. it occurs to me to phrase 
a little more broadly than I did in the com- 
munication the sug,vestion which the Secretary 
ot State was so good as to allow me to make. 
Our thought and our, scheme are, in fact, as 
broad as this. The Landreau and Cochet claims 
are but subordinate factors in our program. 
Equaily in the interest of the European holder 
of $300,000,000 of now worthless Peruvian bonds, 
and of Chili herself as an admitted creditor, we 
appear to call a conference of the creditors of 
the insolvent, to demand a proper Keceiver and 
a marshaling of the assets, to the end that 
equal justice shall be done to all. Neither 
now nor hereafter shall we demand any 
more. Equally with all other creditors we are 
prepared to prove both our claims by incon- 
testable proofs and to take only our proper 
place in the settlement. We appeal to the 
United States to take such measures only at 
present as shall effectually forbid Chili, who is 
only one creditor, to adininister alone upon this 
estate, We point out that we are the owners in 
identity of every ounce of guano remaining, 
with large amounts still due. To allow her to 
anoex Tarapaca, with $2,000,000,000 of nitrate, 
for ber petty war indemnity, would be mon- 
strous. I the Court please.“ we ask an un- 
conditional injunction pending a meeting of 
creditors, and we ask no more at present.

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ANTI-POLYGAMY. 


‘Vigorous Utterances by the Hon. Charles 
Andrews, Chiet Justice of the New 
York Court of Appeals. 

Special Dipatch to The Uhtcago Tribune. 
Syracuse, N. V., Feb. 20.—A large and enthu- 
siastic meeting was heid here tonigot regarding 


speakers, the Chief Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peais, Charles Andrews, said: “This meeting, 
fellow-citizens, is one of the many indications 
which we see of an aroused public interest upon 
one of the most serious questions of the day. 
‘This Mormon question is a strange one. That a 
party of people should succeed in grafting upon 
our country the system of polygamy in the 
middie of the nineteenth century. against 
moral and Christian inffuence, and should have 
been able to maintain such a 
fast hold, is surely a most wonderful 
phenomenon. Mormonism has been allowed to 
rest where it took possession of the largest ter- 
ritories of this country, in which it is the ab- 
solute political and dominant force, Compara- 
tively little has been dohe in opposition to 
this sygtem by the United States. It 
was generally supposed when Mormonism 
first made its appearance that it would soon fall 
to pieces by means. of disintegrating vatural 
forces, and so would ruin itself, but this state- 
ment has proven wrong, and while wait- 
ing for tbis evil to kill itselt it has 
steadily grown to its now enormous 
proportions. We have had within a recent 
period a kindred system not very far distant 
from our own city which has violated the laws 
of God and man, paying no attention to Chris- 
tiavity or the laws which. g»vern common de- 
cency or ‘public sentiment. To extinguish 
this would be a smali task comparatively, 
but it is a far more difficult problem 
to deai with that which now engages our atten- 
tion and consideration. It has taken possession 
of one of the Western Territories in the United 
States, -choosing its rulers by almost ungni- 
mous vote, who hold the people in di- 
rect obedience to their will and wishes. 
Brigham Young was appointed Governor of 
Utah. The country was committed to the Mor- 
mons themselves, who ruled the Territory by 
the ones they appointed. Whatis to be done is 
a very serious guestion which is confronting us 
today. There is abundant power in Congress if it 
shail be executed. The oneimportant pointin my 
judgment is to retain the Territory as it is in its 
present Territorial state, while to organize a 
State Government at this time would be but to 
perpetuate the evil that has already 
gained such a hold. The way to do, 
in my opinion, would be not to place a 
Mormon in any position of trust, responsibility, 
or Government office; but, whatever course 
shall be taken, itis in my judgment essential 
that all offices in this Territory, whether ex- 
ecutive or judicial, sball be held by 
the Christian men of this age. It 
very likeiy that such a law 

not stop those who have been — this 
vice for a good share of their lifetime, but it 
would in time bring this serious licentiousness 
to a stop, and would ultimately end ino its de- 
struction. The Constitution of the Uaited 
States requires that ali criminals shall 
have tho Opportunity of appearing 
before an impartial jury and having the priv- 
lege of a tair trial; but, in my opinion, it is 
within the power of Congress to insist that no 
juror sball be drawn on a case of polygamy 
who is a polygamist bimseif. The people who 
inbabit the Territory of Utah are ot a very dif- 
ferent class to deal with than those who appear 
before me tonight, but I must say that 
there are abundant means for the de- 
struction of this vice by Congress 
through the rigid enforcement of the laws. 
Congress is ready to act as soon as they are 
ordered so to do. Let. each oneof usdo our 
part, and this great vice will soon totter to the 


ground.’ 


DR. TACHMYNTIS. 


A Miserable Diseiple of the Assasin. 
gpecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Feb. 20.—The arrest of aclever 
scoundrel who has been sending threatening 
letters to numbers of persons, was effected 
in the post-office in this city by Detectives 
Powers and Rall, of the Brooklyn Police, 
Central Office. DI W. H. Dudley, of the 
Long Island College Hospital in Brooklyn, 
has lately received several letters from Dr. 
E. J. Tachmyntis, who gave his address at 
the general Post-Office in this city, demand- 
ing a place in the hospital. One 
of them said that President Gar- 
field was shot because he refused to 
give a Gonsulate to Guiteau, and hinted a 
similar fate to Dr. Dudley unless he did 
what he was asked. ‘The letters became so 
annoying that on Saturday Dr. Dudley con- 
sulted Judge Walsh, and a warrant was se- 
cured for the arrest of the writer. The mat- 
ter was put into the hands of the detectives 
by Superintendent Campbell today. 
THE LETTERS BORE THE NEW YORK DATE. 
About 5 p.m, the man was arrested, just 
after he had taken a decoy-letter from the 
general post-office. On the way to the Oak 
Street Police Station he made frantic 
appeals for rotection to persons in 
the street. When it was made clear 
to him, at length, th&t the detectives came 
from Brgoklyn, he declared that the Govern- 
ment detectives were hounding him. He 
said: “Jesus Christ will wreak vengeance 
on all those who persecute me. President 
Garfield would be alive now if he had given 
Guiteau a foreign mission. God will punish 
Dr. Dudley

right.“ On his person were various letters, 
one addressed to President Arthur and one 
to Wayne Mac Veagh, the latter bearing upon 
an estate in Constantinople claimed by Tach- 
myntis.

ANOTHER CRUSADE. 


Latest Phase of the Prohibition Warfare 
at Oberlin, O. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

OBERLIN, O., Feb. 20.—A real temperance war 
is being wared in this place. It has been the 
determination of the people from the time the 
town was founded that it should be free from 
saloons or anything looking like the liquor trathe. 
Until recently this has been successful, but it 
has now become a town of some 3.000 inhabit- 
ants, and there are a considerable number of 
people bere who would buy liquor it they had a 
chance. Last August there were two 
or three saloons started almost simul- 
taneously. After indulging in all the 
means that could be devised it was finally de- 
cided there“ was no use in continuing the cru- 
sade against the saloons so long as the drug- 
stores in town continued to sell liquor on pre- 
scriptions and otherwise. Mr. Rowland, 
one of these druggists, so the temperance 
people claim, was prevailed upon to draw up an 
agreement for ail the druggists to sign to the 
effect that they would not sell any liquors on 
any account; that they would not keep it even 
for medical purposes. With this the saloons 
were closed, and peawe and temperance reigned 
for some time. Finally Rowland sold out 
to a young man by the name of Bronson, 
who immediately began to sell liquor on pre- 
scription after the manner of drugstores in gen- 
eral. As the temperance people claim, he soid 
in a miscellaneous way to all comers who bad 
the necessary cash. It is claimed by

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THE GOLD GRIPE, 


How It Is Pinching Eurepe—How Eu- 
gland Influenced Germany to Discount 
Silver—Italy Gathering Up 100 um- 
ions of Gold—Gold-Famine in Europe 
—Amerlea Keeping Ail of Her Goid 


Productions. 
London News, Feb. 4 

The drain of gold to France seems to have 
ceased. For the first time yesterday no gold 
was taken from the Bank of England. while a 
very small sum was paid in. The reserve, how- 
ever, bas fallen to but little over £9,000,000, and 
that is a sum too small in critical times like 
these. The question is how to replenish it. At 
their meeting on Thursday the Directors de- 
cided not to raise the rate of interest, 
and the general opinion of the city is 
that they decided rightiy. The Directors 
doubtless wished to spare trade, which is already 
in danger of beinw checked by the 6-per-cent 
rate, and would be very seriously harassed by a 
7-per-cent rate. it might be better to harass 
trade a little now than to punish it severely 
somewhat later. There is no great stock of gold 
anywhere to be drawn upon, and therefore, it. 
may reasonably be urged, drastic measures are 
necessary to obtain a sufficient supply. For 
some time there has been a scarcity of gold. 

The adoption of a gold currency instead of a 
number of silver currencies by Germany ten 
years ago has drawu trom other countries a 
large amount of the metal, and the resumption 
of specie payments by the United States has 
still further drained the gold-using countries of 
their stores. The Uuited States for four or five 
2 now have retained all the metal produced 

y their own mines; the output from the mines 
of Itussia bas been retamed at home, or has 
found its way no further west than Germany 
and Austria; and the yield of the Australian 
mines has been steadily decreasing for a long 
time. Thus we have bad au additional demand 
and a diminished supply of the metal, and scarcity 
is the consequence. ‘The stock beld by the Bank 
of England was already small, and it bus beeu 
reduced to a dangerousiy low amount by the drain 
to Paris. The general opinion is that the amount 
sent to Paris will come back Again in the course 
of a few weeks, and that no anxiety, therefore, 
need be feit upon the subject; but that is only 
an opinion, and meanwhile it is unquestionable 
that the reserve is uncomfortably low. There is 
one cause disturbing the mouey markets to which 
we have not yet referred, ang which ter the 
present moment is the most disturbing of all: it 
is the action of the Italian loan contractors in 
picking up gold Wherever it is to be found in 
any part of the worid, and thus jntercepting the 
supplies that would otherwise find their way to 
the Bank of Engiand 

There is a superstitious motion among con- 
tinental statesmen that a gold currency in 
some inexolicablie way inereases the wealth- 
producing capacity of a country and raises its 
Cignity. It a superstition, engendered, no 
doubt, by the actfon of our ohn country. Ene 
land for nearly three-quarters of a century bas 
had a gold currency, and Engiand is beyond 
question the greatest of commercial nations. It 
is hastily inferred, therefore, that the goid cur- 
rency bas in some way or other contributed to 
the commercial preéminence of England. We 
need burdly say tu our readers that this is a com- 
plete delusion. England gd become the 
greatest of commercial countries before she 
adopted an exclusively gold currency, and she 
preéminence 

her cur- 


would retain her commefrval 
though ‘she were t9 change 
rency now. It is n doubt a 
great convenience for ‘@ rich country 
like England to have asa stamdard of money a 
metal which contains high value in a small com- 
pass; but though convenient, such money is in 
no way essential to the prosperity of a com- 
munity. There can be no qbestion, however, 
that the example of Euglandinduced Germany 
to adopt the single gold stan@ard after the ter- 
mination of the Fruuco-German war, and Italy 
now has the vanity to provide herself also witha 
gold standard. By an act cme in the early part 
of last year she decided that ber forced paper 
currency was to be put an end to, and that b 
means of loans sbe would provide herself wit 
enough ot gold and Silver to return to a metallic 
currency. In virtue of this law she brought out 
a loan last July, which was contracted for by the 
Messrs. Baring and Hambro, by which the con- 
tractors bound themselves to provide the Italian 
Government with 416.000. 000 sterling in gold be- 
fore tue end of tne current year. Uy the end of 
December last they are understood to have pro- 
vided about 6,000,000 of tae metal, and they have 
since been buying up further supplies. 

The contractors have agents in all parts of the 
worid—in the United States, in South America, 
all over the continent, in Egypt, and in India, 
and they seek out all the out-of-the-way hoards 
they cau bear of to buy them up and ship them 
to Italy. They are most desirous to spare the 
money markets of the word, and more r- 
ticularly the money market of London, and no 
doubt much of ee ors which they have thus 
picked up would have remained hidden 
in old stockings or oid ciipboards if it had 
not been sougut for and got bythem. But 
Still it is evident that the action of the con- 
tractors is sweeping up and sending to Italy 
gold which otherwise would tind its way to Lon- 
don. Allexperience tells us that when the Bank 
of Eugland raises its rate of discount, and thus, 
in bankers’ phrase, makes money dear’’—that 
is to say, offers to capitalists a hien interest for 
the use of capital im the short-loan market— 
gold comes forth in large quantities from the 
most unexpected places, and is poured into 
London. It the Italian loan contractors had 
not been beforehand with the bank most of the 
six or eight millions which they have picked 
up would now be flowing to London, and 
the Bank of England reserve, instead of 
being so low as to cause anxiety to bankers and 
merchants, would abundant. Of late, too, 
tne agents of the Italian loan contractors have 
directed their attention to New York, where the 
largest stock of gold now available is to be 
found. Within the last three years tne United 
States bave added to their gold currency at 
least 60,000,000 sterling, and just now the 
New York muney market is very fully supplied 
and very easy. The natural tendency of the 
state of things which has prevaiied for the 
past fortnight in Paris and London would be 
to attract from New York part of its super- 
abundant supply of gold, but unfortunately 
the italian loan contractors bad already ob- 
tained some of the surplus gold, and shipped it 
to Italy. It is doubtful, therefore, whether any 
other try but Italy will be able to obtain 
any considerabie amount from New York. The 
goid that is thus taken away from the Continent 
and from the United States is locked up by the 
Italian Goveroment, for specie payments bave 
not yet been resumed in Italy, and it is, there- 
fore, as inuccessible to the business community 
of the world for the time being as if it 

non-existing. If specie payments 
bad been resumea by Italy, and the 
gold were put into circulauon, there can be no 
reasonable doubt that it would at once be ex- 
ported to London. Italy is too ra country 
to afford a gold currency. Her proper standard 
of value is silver, and therefore us soon as gold 
is put into circulation it will ow to the places 
where it is im the greatest demand, 
which are the best able to pay for it. It i 
however, not put iato circulation, but is lock 
up iu Treasury chests, ana therefore can- 
not be obtained, Whatever price may be of- 
fered for it. If Italy. were benetit- 
ing herself, of course she would have the right 
to act as she is acting; but sue is not benefit: 
herseit. She will not be able to retain the go 
currency, except by some extraordinary and in- 
jurious measures, and she is therefore disturb- 
ing the money markets of the world without 
benefit to herself. But, unfortunately, the Ital- 
jan Government is bout upon buving a gold cur- 
rency, and we fear, therefore, that the Itahan-

Three years have now passed since the duty 
was removed.

The price of quinine in 
September, 1877, was $3.92; in September, 1878,

that great house guarantees with its name. And 
this is the very essence of afree and urestrict- 
1. which the abolition of duty made pos- 
sibie. 

Fifth—I come to the most remarkable incident 
connected with the abolition of the quinine duty. 
It was positiveiy asserted by Mr. Nosengarten, 
over bis own signature in the Tribune in 1879 
that the abolition of the quinine duty would de- 
stroy the home manutacture of the drug. After 
that I was for several years roundiy called to 
task by ay esteemed friend, D. C. Kobbias, for 
my share in the repeal of the duty. Littie did 
Mr. Robbins dream that he, ur rather his ener- 
getic son, would turnish the best evidence that 
the manufacture of quinine in America needs no 
protecuon. and can flourish without it.

THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS AND THE FOLLY 
OF LEVEES. 

The present overflow of the Mississippi 
River is undoubtedly the most serious of 
many years. A correspondent, writing a day 
ot two ago trom Helena, Ark., states that, 
“with the exception of a few isolated spots, 
the whole delta from Cairo to New Orleans 
is under water.” In many places the river 
has a width of from five to twenty miles and 
the appearance of a vast lake, though the 
water is tearing along at the rate of several 
miles an hour. It is said that the whole of 
Eastern Arkansas, lying between the Missis- 
sippi atid St. Francis Rivers, is completely 
covered with water. ‘There has been great 
destruction of property and animal life. 
Hundreds ef valuable farms are submerged, 
houses buried out of sight, stock inundated, 
and the inhabitants forced to take to boats. 
Communication has been almost entirely shut 
off, and several of the railroads have been 
compelled to suspend operations. Further 
trouble is apprehended, and large forees of 
men are kept at work on embankments to 
protect the towns along the line of the river. 

This flood, however, has served to demon- 
strate at an opportune time the superiority 
of the outlet system over the proposed folly 
called the levee s as a means of protec- 
tion. The levees already constructed have 
proved of no avail, and it does not seem to 
be possible for human power to erect sand- 
mud embankments that can resist the mighty 
rush of waters. At the same time it is ob- 
served that those sections where the river 
has found or forced outiets have escaped the 
flood. This is especially noticeable in the 
neighborhood of what is known as the 
“Centennial Cut-off,” which is the designa- 
tion given to a long bend made by the river 
above Memphis in 1876. The influence of 
this natural outlet extends fully sixty miles 
away, and islands of splendid farming lands 
which were formerly submerged at a lower 
stage of water than at present now lie high 
and dry. If there had been ample prepara- 
tions for carrying off the surplus water the 
present flood would have inflicted no great 
injury, and it seems to be inexcusably stupid 
in Congress to lend a willing ear to a propo- 
sition to expend at least a hundred millions 
of taxes for the construction of mud embank- 
ments which will not be able to stand against 
such a flood as that which now prevalls, but 
will only help to increase its impetuosity and 
force. It is not only the Mississippi that 
would have to be leveed, but all the streams 
flowing into it from Cairo to Vicksburg, and 
some of them for a hundred miles back from 
the main river. 

Capt. Cowdoa, who is again in Washing- 
ton urging upon Congress a proper consid- 
eration of the outlet system, Which can be 
fully tested by the construction of a canal 
between the Mississippi and Lake Borgne, 
just below New Orleans, at a cost not to ex- 
cted $300,000, has prepared a map whith 
shows very clearly the design and philosophy 
of his plan. The old flow-line of the Misgis- 
sippi was seventeen feet lower than the pres- 
ent line, and the river emptied into the Gulf.

cluded him from the State Department, and 
threatened him with eriminal prosecution. 
But the newspapers which were so eager to 
charge laine with a dishonorable com- 
plicity in che Shipherd scheme are, as a rule, 
slow to confess that they were rash and un- 
just. ‘They will not give the same repeated 
publicity to the proof of Biaine’s innocence 
which they did to the unwarranted asper- 
sions on his character. But, as the prema- 
ture attacks on Blatne’s foreign policy served 
to bring ont such an exhibition of that policy 
as to gain new fame and admiration for its 
author, so the Shipherd scandal will react 
in Blaine's favor, now it is certain that he re- 
fused the Peruvian Company countenance 
from the very first, and denounced the 
scheme as soon as its character had been re- 
vealed. 


CONSOLIDATION OF CUSTOMS DISTRICTS 

Gen. O. L. Spalding, of Michigan, has in- 
troduced in the Lower House of Congress a 
bill to authorize the consolidation of cus- 
toms-collection districts, to abolish custom- 
house fees, and for other purposes.” Gen. 
Spalding was in the Treasury service, in 
the capacity of special agent, for seme years, 
and is therefore familiar with the subject 
upon which he proposes legislation. The 
consolidation of customs-colléction districts 
has been discussed for years. Everybody 
who knows anything about the subject 
knows that the list of districts which ought 
to be abolished is long, and the Treasury De- 
partment has repeatedly recommended a 
consideration of the subject to Congress. 
But the consolidations that ought to be nade 
would fall in the old States; and it is well 
known that Congressmen representing these 
old States never look with favor upon 
any scheme of legislation whieh would 
curtail their patronage. The customs-collec- | 
tion system comprises about 125 districts, 
with as many sets of officers and employés. 
Gen. Spalding’s bill proposes to reduce the 
number to about seventy-five. The propriety 
of the consolidations proposed by his bill is 
easily demonstrated. The State of Maine at 
present has thirteen districts. These thir- 
teen districts collect in round numbers $733,- 
000, at an expense of $151,000. But leaving 
Portland out of the list and the account stands 
thus: Total collections in twelve districts, 
$258,000; total expense, $77,000. Gen. Spald- 
ing proposes to consolidate the thirteen dis- 
tricts into four. 

Massachusetts has eleven districts. Leav- 
ing Boston out of the list the account stands 
thus: Total collections in ten districts, $127,- 
000; total expenses, $53,000. Gen. Spalding 
proposes to consolidate the eleven districts 
into three, 

New Jersey has six districts. The total 
collection of these six districts is $61,000, at 
an expense of $17,000. Leaving Perth Amboy 
out of the list the account stands thus: Total 
collections, $17,000; total expenses, $9,500. 
Gen. Spalding proposes to consolidate the 
six districts into one. It would seem to be 
better to abolish them all. 

The three districts of Rhode Island collect 
$08,500, at an expense of $32,000, but of this 
sum almost the entire amount is derived 
from the port of Providence. Gen. Spalding 
proposes to consolidate the three districts 
into one. 

In the States of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, and Virginia, and 
the District of Columbfa there are at present 
twenty-four districts. The total collections 
for these districts amount to $1,218,000, at an 
expense of $214,000. But if the collections of 
six districts (one for each Stute and one for 
the District of Columbia) are deducted the 
account for the other eighteen districts 
stands thus. Total collections, $208,000; 
total expenses, $98,000. Gen. Spalding pro- 
poses to consolidate the twenty-four districts 
into eleven. 

This analysis comprises fifty-seven dis- 
tricts, which the bill under consideration pro- 
poses to consolidate into twenty districts—a 
reduction of thirty-seven. The general 
character of the bill may thus be inferred 
without going further into the details of this 
feature of it. It creates nine new districts, 
one each for Texas, the Territories of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, Colorado, Indiana, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, and Georgia, and two 
for Missouri. 

The details of consolidation are intrusted 
by the bill to the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. That official is also em- 
powered, of course, to ‘discontinue the serv- 
ices and abolish the offices of Collectors and 
Surveyors in all customs districts consoli- 
dated with other districts in pursuance of 
the act if te bill shal! pass. 

The biil also provides for the abolition of 
the entire fee and commission system and 
the substitution of fixed salaries. By the act 
of June 22, 1874, the salaries ot officers of 
the large ports were fixed. Gen. Spalding's 
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praisétslip of the Port of New York ts by 
far the most Important uud responsible office 
in the whole customs service,and the present 
salary attached to it Is utterly inadequate. 

Finally, the bil! authorizes the Secretary 
of the Treasury to divide the several eus- 
toms districts into five classes, according to 
the amount of business transacted, and fixes 
the salaries of Collectors on a sliding scale 
from $5,000 to $2,000. 

Gen. Spalding’s. bill is entitled to careful 
consideration. It is aimed ata great abuse 
which exists only by virtue of its age and 
its adaptability to the uses of patronage. It 
muy require to be amended in some particu- 
lars; but Congress cannot afford to ignore 
it. Wedoubtif Gen. Spalding can do bet- 
ter than devote is entire attention to the 
bill. If he. can carry it he will entitle him- 
self to the gratitude not only of his mre 
but of the whole country.

THE BILL TO REITRE GEN. GRANT. 


—Senator Logan’s speech yesterday in favor 


of the bill to put Gen. Grint on the retired 
list of the army was chiefly noteworthy for 
two things: first, for the public announce 
ment contained in it that Gen. Grant, 
through his friends, asks to have his name 
put on the retired list; secondly, for Sen- 
ator Logan’s vehement reassertion of his 
hostility to the revocation of the sentence 
passed upon Fitz John Porter. 

Senator Vest, of Missouri, imprudently 
asked Mr. Logan what would prevent the ad- 
mission of McClellan or Franklin to. the 
army retired list if this favor was 
bestowed upon Grant. Mr. Logan replied 
that nothing need prevent it if they should 
ask it, and Congress should vote in favor of 
it, but he proceeded to show that there were 
no points of resemblance between the cases 
of McClellan and Grant. MeClellan does not 
ask Congress to put his name on the retired 
list. Grant, through his friends, does pre- 
fer this request. Mr. Logan repelled very 
warmly the insinuation that Gen. Grant has 
been too constant an applicant fur National 
bounty. He did not regard the addition 
of this distinguished soldier’s game to 
the retired list as an act of charity. 
It was rather a dignified expression of grati- 
tude by the Government for his great serv- 
ices, It was afecognition of the soldierly 
qualities of Gen. Grant and his military 
career, which was due more to the honor of 
the Government than it was to him. 

Mr. Butler, of South Carolina, character- 
ized the bill as mere buncombe. He was op- 
posed to it, because Gen. Grant did not need 
the pay it proposed to confer upon him, 
and because it would do him no honor. 
Mr. Butler seemed to think there was 
more cash than sentiment in the Dill, 
and Mr. Vest and other Confederates 
agreed with him. Now, in regard to the op- 
position of the Rebel Generals and Congress- 
men to the resteration ef Gen. Grant’s name 
to the army-rolls; it may be said that all such 
action comes with exceedingly bad grace 
from them. He knew. how to exhibit the 


highest kind of magnanimity toward their 


defeated Commander-in-Chief, and the pros- 
perity of the Soyth at this moment is due 
more to the services of Gen. Grant in the 
field than to those of any other one man. If 
he and his comrades had not kept the South- 
ern States in thé Union in spite of them- 
selves their condition would be miserable com- 
pared with what it is, and men like Butler 
and Vest would not now be sitting in the 
Senate.

If there is ever to be a common 
battledoid for these great divisions of the race, 
the foe must be the Teuton. Whether Skobeleff 
pledges the students in wine or water, he un- 
doubtediy knew what he was about; and his 
master knew italso.

mander to his men.“ 


A CASE was recently brought before the 
Lord Mayor of London in which one Harry 
Clench Stanley, a bagk Direetor, was charged 
with having issued a prospectus of the Govern- 
ment Security Fire-Insurance Company which 
be knew to be false in certain material particu- 
lars, witb the intent to induee persons to be- 
come sbareboiders.

The West Park Commissioners met yesterday 
afternoon, all the members being present. 

A communication was received from Alexan- 
der Lamg, askmg a.position as Park Superin- 
tendent. The communicatiow was referred to 
the President. 

A communication was recetved from the Chi- 
cago & Lemont Stone Company, complaining 
ot unfair treatment at the hands of the board 
in the matter of letting thé contract for the 
sidewalks on Washtngton boulevard. Tue com- 
pany claim their bid was the lowest, and asked 
for a reconsideration of the vote awarding the 
contruct to others. The com#iunfeation wis 
placed on file. 

PROTESTING PROPERTY-OWNERS. 

A petition was presented from R. 8. & W. G. 
McCormick and George L. Dunlap, protesting 
against the taking of their property for the pro- 
posed boulevard southof Dougias Park. The 
communication was filed. 

Mr. Hotz appearéd be ¢ the board in 
behalf of a latge number of i propertv- 
owners who have signed a remonstrance 
similar to the one above. He said the coat of 
the boulevard was out of all proportion to the 
bevefits that would result. and in a great num- 
ber of cases it would actually damage rty. 
The land would be used by the owners fof ele- 
vators, dock purposes, wafehouses, efc., and 
these would be out of place alongside u boule- 
vard. The matter of condemnation was in the 
bands of the Supreme Court, and the property- 
owners would like the ordinance repealed, and 
let the court pass on the power of the lower 
court to condemn. The owners of the property 
did not want to be compelled to go to the ex- 
pense of fighting thé casein the courts, as they 

Dy will do; shouid their request to the 
be not granted, 

Contfnissioner Woodard thought it was beat to 
let the ordinance stand and the case be decided 
by the Supreme Court. He was in favor of hav- 
— 5 — decision on che question as soon as pos- 
sible, 

After further discussion, the matter was re- 
ferred to Gen. Smith, the attorney of the board. 


BOULEVARD COMPLAINTS. 


A number of residents and property-owners 
oh Wasbington boulevard were present, by invi- 
tation from the board, to consult as to the im- 
provements going on, and make complaints, if 
they had anx, as tothe character of the work 
done. Mr. H. C. Culver was the first speaker. 
He said the proper material was not being put 
on. The eXcavation had been  fneuffi- 
cient, and the contractors did, not com- 

y with the specifications agreed upon 
n relation to tbe sme of the stones. 
He also said there should be cobble-stone gut- 
ters on the street. Horses would soon paw up 
the street if hitched near the sidewalks. There 
were many other defects in the street that he 
thought should be remedied. 

Several other gentlemen spoke, all of whom, 
however, were satisfied with the condition of 
that part ot the boulevard completed, but grum- 
bied at the siowness of the work. One gentie- 
man said the boulevard promised to be as good 
as any in the country. 

Commissioner McCrea said be was glad to see 
so many of the citizens present. The board were 
doing the best they could under the cir- 
cumstances, and with the means at their com- 
mand. Fault dad deen found, te said, 
with the large stones on the surface, 
but he believed these stones, when rolled in, 
would make a better roadway than the smaller 
ones. A twelve-ton roller will soon be put on 
the boulevard, and wil be of great service in 
making itsmooth. Referring to Amberg & Co.. 
Mr. MeCrea said they were doing all that was 
possible at present. They had put on about 
2.400 yards, and bad been paid for less than 1,000. 
He would be in favor of breaking their contract 
at once, if the rd could do better, but this 
was found to be impossible. 


Commissioner Woodard said the board agreed 


to do certain things witb a contractor, and, 
though the contractor failed to comply with his 
agreement, the board were each y geting 
more of the work done and hold payment 
back. He did not regard as of any account

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Some Reflections Naturally Suggested 
by the Above Iaterview. 

The Mayor's statements and explanations bav- 
ing been given just ashe wished them to be, 
without curtailment or alteration, it is only 
proper to pointout afew of the errors which 
oecur in them. The Mayor is evidently unfa- 
miliar with the history of the offorts made in 
other years to suppress gaming in Chicago or 
be would not speak of them ashe does. There 


were some of his predecegsors who earnestly 
tried to suppress gambling, and who cannot be 
said to have failed therein. The result of their 
labors was, that the gaming-houses were boited 
and barred. It wus impossible for men to get in, 
except with the greatest difficulty and with ap- 
proved vouchers. As a consequence, the fre- 
quenters of gamtng-houses were reduced to the 
gambiers themselves, to their ropers- in. and the 
vecasional drunkards who were their victims. 
Then the gambiers, for lack of other material, 
preyed upon themselves, and the business was 
never more unprofitable to them as a ciass than 
it was then. The Chicago gambiers, in April, 
1879, were a very poor lot, despundent and pov- 
erty-stricken. The amount of money which the 
community paid to gaming-houses was a mere 
tritie compared to what it now is. 

The ease of access to the gaming-houses which 
the community has enjoyed for the last tarce 
years has done very much to familiarize them 
with and lead them to gamDiling. 

The Mayor is also in error lu nis reference to 
the decision of Judge McAllister. The police at 
that tine broke into McDonald's bouse, end at- 
tempted to break into Mrs. McDouald’s part of 
the building, which was disconnecied from the 

aming-rooms, They had no warrant, and Judge 

cAllister’s decision was, that if police officers, 
where the offense was simply a misdemeanor, 
attem pted to break into a bouse without a war- 
rant the inmates were justitied in resisting 
them. It is in the power of the police to swear 
out a warrant on information and belief against 
any gainiwg-house, and then make forcibie entry, 
if they cannot make a ble one, arrest 
the inmates, contiscate the implements, and 
bring the offenders before the Police Court for 
trial. Nothing is easier than to suppress ur 
greatly reduce pe. if the Mayor oaly 
chooses. He has police force, and he bas 
the laws, and if only the inclination to use both 
of them be added, the work is easy. The trouble 
with the Mayor is that he is still, to a great ex- 
tent, under the influence of his preconceived be- 
lief that gambi cannot be suppressed. Act- 
uated by that, he bas failed to study as thor- 
oughly as he micht the history of the past. which 
would have taugut him a different lesson. 

As for his remarks about the partisan press, 
they are familiar and nonsensical. They have 
been used on previous occasions with as little 

ropriety as now. When all the newspapers of 
a city combine ip urging a measure, it is proof 

tive that there is notumg purtisan about it, 
ut that they are simply voicing a pretty nearly 
universal public sentiment. But however that 
may be, if the Mayor, during the next three or 
four weeks, gives evidence that he is sin- 
cere in bis new departure-—if he brings 
forth fruits meet for repentance—thea 
the newspapers, indifferent to what he 
said yesterday, or to whatever he 
he may have said in the past, with that capacity 
for forgiving which they have used so often and 
are willing to employ still further when they see 
signs of penitence, will generously pass over all 
his harsh words and all his errors of commission 
and omission, and give bim full credit for wbat- 
ever good he may accomplish. He shall be 
praised for doing a wise act, even though he be 
ungracious in his way of doing it. 


How the Gamblers Take the News. 

For the purpose of ascertaining how the gam- 
blers felt over their trials and tribulations, and 
what they had to say concerning Mayor Harri- 
son's newly-formed resolution to close up com- 
pletely every gaming-house within the corpo- 
rate limits ot the city, a TrisuNne reporter last 
evening went the rounds of ail the gambling- 
houses proper which are known as such to the 
police. A list of these was published in the col- 
umans of THe TRIBUNE during the session of the 
January grand jury, together with the names 
of the reputed proprietors of each, as 
well as the names of persons whom 
these reputed proprietors told Detectives Ryan 
and Londergan were the actual owners of the 
houses instead of themselves. The total num- 
ber of gammg places was at that time nine- 
teen; it bas since been decreased by two. The 
games at Nos. 192 and 168 Clark street were al- 
ways in adepressed condition. The first wasa 
Skin game to begin with, and was rarely, if 
ever, anything better. Several of the gaming 
fraternity lost what smali amounts they were 
able to put up as a bank- roll for No. 168, and 
since old man Taylor was broken there the 
game has only been run at intervais, when 
there was a sucker ora shoal of suckers to be 
“skinned.” But there were so many gaming 
houses running wide open in the immediate 
vicinity that no skin game could be made 
bighiy profitable, and for the past few weeks 
both concerns have been on their last legs. Both 
had a quietus put upon them yesterday by the 
“special detail” of Ryan and Londergan, who 
were no doubt acting under instructions from 
headquarters. So much attention bas recently 
been called to the subject of gambling that it 
may be well to republish the list of

The Bev. Dr. S. S. Cutting,

Vanderbiits Grab Game—Another Ad- 
vanee in East-Bound Freight Bates 
to Be Made Today at Cleveland to 
Crowd Oat the Small Shippers Who 
Have Not Been Able to Secure Favor- 
able Contracts, 

What the Eastern railroad magnates mean to 
to do when their new pooling arrangement bas 
been perfected is best indicated by the stren- 
uous efforts that are being made to bring about 
a further advance in grain and provision rates. 
The new rates adopted when the temporary 
truce between the various Eastern roads was 
eifected, it is generally conceded, ought to be 
maintained at least until it bas been detinitly 
decided whether the new agreement is to be 
permanent or not. A 0 cent rate on grain 
and 25 cents on provisions is about all these 
articies can bear at present, and a still higher 
rate is calculated to reduce shipments very 
materially. There is no agreement now be- 
tween the roads which provides a penalty for 
cutting rates, and simply their honor bas to 
relied upon in the matter of maintaining tariff 
rates, which, as is generally known, does not 
prevent rallroads from getting the best of their 
competitors if they can. It is not by any means 
certain now that the present rates are main- 
tained. On the contrary, it is the general belief 
that the bulk of the business now going East has 
been contracted for at less than tariff rates. It 
is also Known that heavy contracts are sow be- 
ing made by several of tne Eastern lines witn 
large shippers in anticipation of a further ad- 
vance in rutes next Monday. The only object 
the ruilroads can have iu advauem Eusteru 
rates now, when they could just as weil wait 
until March, when the Joint Executive Commit- 
tee meets in New York to reéstablish the Eust- 
ern pool, is to crowd out the small shippers. 
These will be charged the regular taritk rates, 
and wili therefore be unable to compete against 
the large shippers who bave contracts at low 
rates until the opening of navigation. Vander- 
bilt is the prime mover in this grab game, aud 
us he has deen se eminentiy successful 
in carrying most all of. his points thus far it 
seems to be almost certain that the General 
Managers at their meeting at Cleveland today 
will order another advance in rates to be made 
next Monday. Were ft not for the fact that most 
of the roads. and espevially the Vanderbilt lines, 
ure protecting themselves by making all the 
contracts they can before the pew advance is 
put in effect, the roads would not dare to make 
the advance in rates iu the fuce of the upward 
movement in the priges of grain and provisions 
which commenced yesterday. With the heavy 
rail rates added to the Biyh prices of grain and 
provisions, tae demand in the East would be 
very light, and the roads could get but little 
business, rr we, the opening of navigation 
is close at band. The railroads waut to carry 
ali the business they c before they have to 
meet the lake competition, and they would not 
agree upon proscriptivé rates but for the fact 
that they have already secured all the contracts 
they want until navigation opens, and for this 
reason they Charge high rates as possible 
from small shippers,'as they do got care whether 
they carry this business or not, having enough 
to keep them busy without it.

An Attempt to Be, Made Tomorrow to 


Rearrange the  Pereenmtage for the 
Roads in the Chicago Division of the 
South western Kallway Association. 
The meeting of the General Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the roads in the Chi- 
cago Division of tne Southwestern Railway As- 
sociation, to be beld gf Commissioner Midgiley's 
office tomorrow, will he ot more than ordinary 
importance, as it is todecide upon a division of 
the business in that division among the various 
roads. All other difficulties except the allotment 
of percentages for the Chicago roads have been 
satisfactorily arranged, The obstacle in the 
way of dividing the Chicago business thus far 
has been the inability of the roads to agree upon 
the extra amount to be given to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quiney and the Missouri 
Pacitic Railroads for the business they 
bring into the associgtion from the Burling- 
ton & Missouri River Road in Nebrasku and 
the Centra! Branch Union Pacific. The amount 
to be giveu to those roads for such business has 
to come out of the Chicago proportion, and 
therefore theChicago roads cannot divide the 
business according to the new agreement until 
the extra remuneration to be given to the Bur- 
lmgton and Missouri Patitic, coming into the pool 
from points west of the Missouri! Pacific, bas 
been agreed upon. Messrs. E. B. Vining, of the 
Union Pacific; M. L. Sargent, of the Cen- 
Branch Union Pacific; and G. B. 
oft the Burlington & Missouri 
in Nebraska, Were appointed a com- 
mittee about two months ago to agree upon the 
extra remuneration to be given to the Burling- 
ton and Missouri Pacitic. But this committeefor 
some reason or other bas never met, and notbing 
has been done about the matter. The first busi- 
ness to be done tomorrow will therefore be the 
consideration of this extra remuneration mat- 
ter. A strenuous effort will be made to settle the 
matter if possibie,as the Wabash insists that the 
percentages of the 2 roads should be re- 
arranged atonce. The Wabash claims that its 
present Chicago perverttage—s per cent—is not 
sufficient, and wants a: largershare of the busi- 
ness. The other roads are pot so anxioue for an 
immediate settlement of this matter on the 
ground that it hes been agreed that the new 
percentages, wheu they are agreed Ms should 
date back to last November. Still, as the 
Wabash insists upon an immediate rearrunge- 
ment of the percentages, an effort wilh be 
made at tomorrow's meeting to settle the mat- 
ter. It is not certain by any Means that the 
roads will be able to bring the question to a sat- 
isfactory conclusion tomorrow, and it is quite 
likely that the matterof extra remuneration to 
the Buriingtoa & Missouri Pacific for business 
coming into the pool from points west of the

A Heavy Verdict Against the Wabash 
Company.

TOLEDO, O., Feb. 20.—The big suit of James 
Compton vs the Wabash Railway Company., in- 
volving over $1,000,000, came te the front again 
today in the shape of a decision by Judge Voyie, 
of the Common Pleas Court of this county, who 
bas bad it under advisement for about a year.

Big Suit Against the Indianapolis & 
Kvansville Road. ’

Bauttrmore, Md., Feb. 20.—Ia the Superior 
Court here today Messers. R. G. Keene and John 
Heury Keene Jr., couysel fur the United States 
Law Association, issued an attachment for 
Thomas R. Reynolds, of London, the manu- 
facturer of steei rails, against the Indianapolis 
& Evansville Railroad Company, to recover the 
sum of $76,200. It appears tnat the defendant 
contracted with the plaintiff for some 10,000 tons 
of steel rails and Usa plates, the whoie 
purchase amounting to about $2,000,000. The 
road forms a junction with the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi Railroad, and about balf of the rails 
have been delivered. First-mortgage bonds to 
the extent of about $15,000,000 were given by 
the defendant to secure payment of the 
debt ata price agreed upon. Mr. Keene cabled 
the English creditor to fureciose the bond under 
the coutract, and attachments were also issued 
in New York to secure and condemn assets 
there. Most of the goods were shipped to Balti- 
more, There is now in the custom-house here 
property belonging to the railroad company es- 
timated to be worth about $140,v00, upou which 
there are customs duties to the amount of 00. 
000. The attachment has been laid in the bands 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, 
which is said to hold the bills of lading. 


Annual Beport of the President of the 
Louisville, New Albany & Chicage 
Railway. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 0. — The annual report 
of President Veech, of the Louisville, New Al- 
bany & Chicago Road, shows the gross earnings 
for 1880 to be $896,252; for 1881, $047.654; operut- 
ing expenses, 1880, $596,343; for 1881, $717,082; 
net earnings, 1880, $242,908; for 1881. $280,571. 
The apparent increase in operating expenses 
and the decrease in net earoings in 1881, com- 
pared with 1880, is due to the fact that 
the worn-out track, structures, and ma- 
cbinery found on the road in 
1880 were rebuilt and charged to the 
construction jestead of the operating expenses, 
while much that was then in bad condition, and 
yet goud enough for another year, was repaired 
durm 1881, and the cost churged to repair ,in- 
stead of construction, as it was done the year 
before. The general account exhibited shows 
that the only indebtedness of the company 
when the line is tinished will be $53,000,000 bonds 
and $5000,000 stock on 45) miles of road, of 
which neariy half will de laid with steei raiis. 
This is only a little over $11,000 per mile. There 
is not one dollar of floating debt. Four thou- 
sand tons of steel rails were purchased and iaid 
during the year. 


The Cleveland, Tuscarawas Valley & 
Wheeling in Trouble Again. 
Svecial Dust o The Uhicago Tribune. 

CLRVELAND, O., Feb. 20.—The Cleveland, Tus- 
carawas Valley & Wheeling Railway is again 
well started on a long course of litigation. Pro- 
ceedings were begun in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court this afternoon by the Union Trust 
Company of New York for a foreclosure of the 
mortgage, and Oscar Townsend, who has been 
General Manager of the roud, was by common 
consent appointed Receiver. The entire bonded 
indebteduess of the road is $4,880,000, ail of 
which except $700,000 of first-mortgage bonds 
are ip defauit in interest. Mr. Townsend 
says the move has no particular significance 
affecting other roads. It simply means 
that the boudholders are tired of waiting with- 
out interest on their securities. He says the ex- 
tension of the line from Urichsville to Wheeling, 
torming the Wheeling branch, a year or two 
ago, has failed to bring the revenue that was 
expected by the promoters. The roud was lust 
organized in 1877.

JOHN WYATT SHOT. 


A Notorious Kx- Marshal Turns kaw 
Defier and Fights a Mattle with the 
LOUTSVILLE, Ky., Feb. 2.—A very exciting 

and probably fatal afinir took place this after- 

noon on Jefferson street, between Sixth and 

Seventh, in whieh Joba Wyatt, a famous ex- 

Government Marshal, who has bagged more 

moonsbiners than any man in the country, was 

badiy, no doubt fatally, wounded by Jesse Cun- 
ningham ana Thomas J. Connell, two Deputies 
of the City Court. Wyatt is a man of celebrated 
nerve, and is one who zever has known fear.

‘Tae leading produce markets were moro act - 
ive yesterday and very irregular. Wheat was 
unexpectedly strong, under a vigorous buying 
for April, to the comparative neglect of other 
deliveries. The market was all the stronger as 
it was supposed that a syndicate of prominent 
firms had been organized to squeeze the market 
tor next month. The weather was changed 
very cold in the extreme Northwest and rain in 
the winter-wheat districts. This of itself may 
have been reason enough for the 
increased demand, and the sole cause 
of it. But it is nevertheless true 
that April offers a first-class chance for a 
corner, with scarcely any No. 2 coming forward, 
little of that grade in store, and the fact that on 
deliveries made after the lth of the nidnth de- 
ductions must be made for the change from 
winter to summer storage. Corn reacted in 
sympathy with wheat, but did not seem to be 
radically strong.

THE HUEBNER MURDER. 


Finding of the Coroner’s Jury. 

Yesterday was held the inquest upon Officer 
John Huebner, who was murdered on the night 
of Feb. 3 by two burglars, one of whom he had 
run down and captured, when the other ran to 
his companious rescue and fired three shots in- 
to his body while he was engaged in holding 
down bis prisoner. 

The first withess was Officcr Matthew Foley. 
who was traveling post with the deceased on the 
fatal night. He related in detail the route they 
took after leaving the station until towards 3 
o'clock, when be and Officer Kearns beara a pis- 
tol shot in the direction, they supposed, of Mil- 
wuukcoe avenue and Division street. 
succession came another shot from tune 
same direction, and they Started at once 
on a run to that point. Witness 
cut through the prairie towards Ashland ave- 
nue, and saw two men running east towards 
him. He called upon them to halt, but tnstead 
they turned south through the first alley, and 
ran off rapidiy. Concluding there was some- 
thing wrong, he followed and tired three shots 
after them without effect. The men bad about 
a block the start of him.

County Physician Bluthardt, who made the 
post-mortem examination, reported that death 
was cnused by a butlet which penetrated the 
abdomen about three inches below the navel, 
and thea ledged in the pelvie cavity. 

The jury, after a short absence, brought in thé 
following verdict: 

„Wo, the jury, find that the said John Huepb- 
ner came to his death from acute peritonitis and 
enteritis, caused by a wound In the abdomen 
made by a bullet fired from a revolver in the 
hands of an unknowu burglar on the night of 
Feb. 3 in a vacant lot on Holt street, near Brad- 
ley; and we, the jury. recommend that the 
police use diligent means to arrest said unknown 
burgiar, and, when arrested, that he be heid in 
custody to await the action of the grand jury of 
Cook County.“ 

Mr. P. L. Milleman, a member of the jury. en- 
tered a protest on the police 4 of 
the Fourteenth Ward—a ward which contained 
almost as many inhabitants as the entire North 
Division, and yet was protected by only six or 
eight policemen.

THE IRISH LAND ACT.

How It Is Working, s Seen by a Fair- 
minded American—Scenes in a Court 
Siguificance of the Decisions — The 
Wrath of the Landlords—Groundiless 
Attucks on the Sub-Commissions. 

Correspondence of the New York Evening Post. 

Kanturk, County Cork. Ireland, Jan, 27.— 
Eleven years ago Mr. Gladstone, then speaking 
in Lancashire, declared that the Irish upas tree 
had three branche#*the State Church, the land- 
tenure system, and the system of education; 
and that be intended, if possible,to bew them 
off. The firat branch already bas crashed 
down, and the second, under the édge of the 
Land act, is trembiing to its fall. The tamous 
act itself is curious and instructive merely 
as a piece of reading. It fills forty-two large 
pages of print, with sixty-two sections 
and 2&7 sub-sections and paragraphs. 
Its grasp on the many and complex details of 
the subject with which it deals is strong, 
from first line to last it attests che patient labor, 
the honest purpose, and the profound siacerity 
of its originator. ‘Che overshadowing provision 
is, of course, that which eStablishbes the Land 
Tribunal, ergs with the duty ot fix tor 
fifteen years a fdir rent between landlord and 
tenant. The compoeivon and scope of that 
tribunal is too familiar to your readers to be ex- 
plained anew here. But the supplementary 
code of procedure fixed by the tribunal for 
the trial of cases deserves atone point mo- 
mentary attention. Under the e the fees 
for getting a case through court are, so far as 
the court is concerned, oni two shil- 
lings—one shilling fur a copy of the first no- 
tice, one shilling fora cepy of the decision; 
and the fees for the counsel ou either side are 
also fixed on a low sliding scale. Let me try to 
illustrate this further: If act were to 
be applied to a property in New York City worth 
$8,000, with a rental of $400 a year, and there was 
a dispute between landiord and tenant about 
the rent, then 50 cents would cover the court 
costs for the trial, and about $14.50 would pay 
the fees of the —— on = * — the 
losin rty would have to settle, prop- 
ert wore $450 and the rental 225 then the court 
and counsel fees for each side would be only $3. 
Most of the tenancies iu Ireland would fall be- 
tween these two extremes. I cite these low 
figures to show the spirit of the Land act in 
making fees so low that the poorest tenants can 
claim the protection of the measure. 

Kuaturk, where today I first saw a trial be- 
fore one of the twelve sub-commissions ap- 
pointed by the head tribunal, is the court town 
of a considerable district of coun Like all 
Irish villages, it is dirty and begrimed to the 
last degree, and a clear river dashing through 
only emphasizes, by contrast, the squalor upon 
the banks. The court-house is upon a pleasant 
wooded slope of the stream. Within is the bali 
of justice, a musty, plastered room. At one end 
sits the bewigged Chairman of the sub-commis- 
sion in a red chair, modelled after those curi- 
ous covered specimens of construction in 
which English invalids take the air at the 
seashore. It looks like a huge rounded cradic, 
bereft of rockers, and placed upright 
on one end. On either side sit the two 
assistant sub-commissioners, and in front is a 
series of desks, ia the form of a square, for the 
lawyers. Exactiy in the centre of the court- 
room is a dock for criminais, a big box of bourds 
80 high that the prisoners, to watch their fate, 
must stand on their feet and peer — tne 
spikes which fringe the upper edges. in the 
rear a set of raised steps are supposed to be for 
the accommodation of lookKers-on, but so effect- 
ively are they shut off by the huge intervening 
dock that, so far as seeing or heuring anything 

concerned, a spectator there might as well be 

u America. However, there are a few seats and 
two narrow galleries, in one of which the writer 
was fortunate enough to get ensconsced by tak- 
ing Time by bis lock during an adjournment of 
the tribunal for iunch. 

The court-room has been crowded all day with 
a motley gathering, from the poor ragged ten- 
ant petitioning for a reduction of bis five- pound 
rent, up to the well-to-do tenant farmer. When 
the court adjourned the assemblage 
streamed out it seemed as though all ireland 
had broken loose. Yet this was a small gather 
ing in comparison with some in other parts of 
the couutry, where haif the farmers are kept 4 
the crowds from even gaining admission. 
marked feature today was the serious interest 
and decorum of the people during the proceed- 
ings. The focal point of attraction was the wit- 
ness, who, sitting on a raised seat between the 
lawyers and in front of we Chairman, was plied 
with questions by the opposing counsel, who ex- 
ercised a tatitude in their cross-examinations 
strange toone familiar with American proced- 
ures. A deal of time was wasted by the incon- 
sequential talk of the witness, who, once started, 
seemed to think that every scrap of household 
history was as important as the annals of the 
British nation. But these sharp and witty Irish 
lawyers, before they got throu with him, usu- 
ally sifted out essentials which, according to the 
condition of the tenant, ranged all the way from 
the age of his pig up to the bank account. We 
need not enter bere into all the dry deta. 
about good land, vad land, acres, buildings, and 
cattic. It was more suggestive to see that the 
sub-commiasion, evidently nade up of sensible 
gentiemen, was tient, forbearing, thorough, 
fair, and, above all, persistent in seeking out the 
equities. One little incident threw a vivid side- 
light on the situation. Two of the attorneys 
had a fierce wrangle over the question whether 
a landiord paid a laborer a shilling or eight 
pence a day, aud, woen the larger sum was es- 
tablished as the rate actually paid, the landiord's 
attorney showed clearly that he feilt he had yin- 
dicated the employer's character for liberality. 
This shilling, as | afterward found, meant pay 
without board, lodging, or any perquisits. Think 
of it! Twenty-five cents a day, $1.50 a week, $6 
a month, for bard farm labor from 7 in the morn- 
ing until niehtfall! It told the story of Ireland's 
lot more powertully than phrase of orator or 
poet’s lament. 

Twelve sub-commissions like the one de- 
scribed, appointed by the Land Commission, are 
going about the country holding the Land Courts. 

They hear the testimony of both sides, including 
the evidence of expert private valuators. They 
sit usuaily about a week at each place. After 
viewing the lands, they render their decrees 
fixing the new judicial rent, which is to bold for 
fifteen years. The significance of these 
decisions as a whole will be seen when 
it is stated that m about 80 de- 
cisions thas far rendered the old rent 
bas been reduced in all but balf a dozen. Out 
of the 800 almost half the number have, under 
the provisions of the Land act, been appealed 
from the Sub-Comissioners to the three Land 
Commissioners sitting as a body. To iliustrate 
in American money the general scale of reduc- 
tions, I have selected, quite at random, twelve 
devisions of various sub-commissions sittmg in 
different parts of Ireland. It will be understood 
that the “old rent refers to the existing rent 
and the term “new rent’’ tothe rental fixed by 
the Sub-Commissioners for the com fifteen 
years, and known more technically here as 
* judicial rent”: ;

The twelve cases show an old rent of $2,190, a 
new rent of $1,617, and a reduction on the old 
rent of $512—about 2 per centum or, say, One 
quarter. But the largest reductions ure on the 
Small tenants, where it ranges from a third to a 
baif. Very substantial relief is given in most 
cases. and for which the tenants seemed deeply 
grateful. Another point in this conneuon 
must not be overlooked. The Head Land Com- 
mission thus far pas rendered tome twenty de- 
cisions on appeals; and in not one single case, 
so far as I have seen, have they failed to con- 
urm tho rentals tixed by the sub-commissions. 

The chagrin and rage Of the landlords over the 
reductions of rent are indescribabte. Wherever 
two or three meet, on railroad cars, on the bigh- 
way, or in the hotel smoking- rooms, there they 
vent their curses and sarcasms; and they end 
usually in consigning Mr. Gladstone and b is Land 
act to a region immortalized by Dante.

Four Hundred and Ninety-three Miles of 
New Road Opened.’ 


Passenger-Trains Will Be Running from St. Paul 
to Omaha in June. 


" Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

MARION, Ia., Feb. 17.—The completion of 
261 miles of new railroad and the establish- 
ing of forty-six new towns, all contributing 
to Chicago, is an event of great moment to 
the State of Iowa and to the Nation at large. 

The iron, or rather steel, on the new Omaha 
Extension of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad is now laid 167 miles west of 
Marion, Ia., to Coon Rapids. The grad ine is 
all done clear through to Omaha. Construc- 
tion-trains are now running from Marion to 
the Des Moines River, and from Perry to 
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Council Bluffs 
Union 


»Old town. 

THE SHORTEST ROAD TO OMAHA. 

It is claimed by the St. Paul people that 
their new Omaha Extension is forty miles 
shorter than the Rock Island, Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy. or Northwestern. I do 
not understand how that is, for I make the 
St. Paul Extension 498 miles long, while the

OUNCIL BLUFFS 
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will run over the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul from Chicago to Coon Rapids, which is 
less than 100 miles from Council Bluffs. 
Trains will run from Chicago to Council 
Bluffs next June. The big bridge over the 
Des Moines River is now completed. Some 
deep cuts are tobe finished beyond Coon 
Rapids, and then the work will be about com- 
pleted. 

The ends of divisions in Iowa will be lo- 
cated at Marion, ninety miles west of the 
Mississippi, and at Perry, 137 miles west of 
Marion. Perry is an energetic town on the 
Des Moines & Fort Dudge Road. ‘Three 
miles west and north of Perry are the new 
Iowa coal-fields. Here they have found 
twenty miles square of the best soft coal in 
the State. The vein is over four feet thick. 

The surveyorsof the new road have lo- 
cated forty-six new towns between Marion 
and Council Bluffs. They average six miles 
apart. Below 1 give the first official map of 
the new extension from Marion to Council 
Bluffs. 

FORTY-SIX NEW CITIES. 
The forty-six new towns which are laid 
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: “Our Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota extensions are wheat roads. We have 
always wanted a corn branch—I mean a 
branch down into the corn country.”
